They a&ve UXI- 
provod greatly aluce the South African 
war. I think the world learned by the 
Bow w*r of what great value morabte 
h«*ry guni are. No conntry had ever 
beea able before to do wli»t we did— 
tmk* heavy guns from warship* and 
Me them In the field. 


"The latest addition! to our navy, 


•abraerine t>oat&, ure largely au un- 
known quantity. What we have to be 
careful of !• cot to underrate them or, 
then again, overrate tiiem. \Ve have 
five of thwe vessels, I think, atid ar« 
using two type% one of which is the 
HcH±£d. if the submarine boat turn* 
Oat to be a success. It means the feey 
to the situation in the channel as far 
as England is concerned. 
The only 


trouble with them now U that they are 
not able to take care of themselves. 
They have to be carried 011 warships 
from place to piac«. Warships in ac- 
tion need all the room they call get. 


"When you ask nae about the ship- 


plug combine. 1 must confess that we 
are a little frightened. 
Not at the 


probabilities however, but at the pos- 
sibilities of *uch a combination of in- 
terests. It Is ridiculous to talk of Eng- 
land forming a rival combination. We 
cannot compete with your railways. 
and It i» well known that it is the 
through rate that pays. 
England 


would not establish a bounty or sab- 
atdy on her sblps, for if she did you 
could put up a million of pounds to ev- 
ery thousand of ours. Then again you 
bave 80,000,000 people here and unlim- 
ited means. 


"Naval fighting is like army fighting. 


On shore you have the infantry, which 
con be compared with the small vea- 
•els. The field guns can be likened to 
the cruisers and the heavy artillery to 
the battleships. Forage wagons take 
the place of transports, aud so on. 


"It la not true that we are short of 


teen la the British navy. \A'e can get 
all the men we waut. Our burden of, 
antiquated ships is also greatly ex- 
aggerated. We have a few old timers. 
btrt are gradually getting rHi of them. 
I must admit however, that t'rauee 
has gone ahead of us in the fact that 
she has taken her old sblps and re- 
modeled thfiin. 


"I cuunot make any comparison as to 


the superiority of guns over armor, or 
vice versa. 
While a shell might be 


able to penetrate a plnte of armor set 
la a direct frontal position, a slight de- 
fiection of the arniur plate would ren- 
der the shot almost useless. That is 
why. In time of war, so few of the 
shells fired at a vessel cause great 
damage. Small armor cannot be rec- 
ommended too highly, however, 
A. 


bursting shell, which used to kill a 
great number of people, IMS been ren- 
dered less dangerous by this small ar- 
mor, which catches the flying pieces. 


"The target practice in which our 


battleship* the Majestic- and Terrible 
iQ&lc the Heiieisie taught us a lot about 
the different types of battleships and 
their ra»peotive usefulness. Fixed n-or- 
t*r batteries are, in my opinion, of so 
value shooting at n moving target. 
No, I do not thjink thoy conltl hit tt 
ship moving at the rate of eighteen 
knots SB hour or even at fourteen 
knot*."
